B.F.Lynn 
killed in France while serving with the 6th. British North Staffordshire 
reg ' t . ; Lieut. E. Aylan-Parker killed in action, while serving in a flotilla 
off the French coast; Lieut. H.H.Bennett killed in France while serving with 
the Cameron Highlanders of Ottawa; Major E.Ronald Bennett killed in France; 
Capt . H.E.Mackenzie killed in France; Lieut. G.E.Starke killed in Italy, 
while serving with the Cape Breton Highlanders. 

The following have been reported wounded : Capt. J.W. Buchanan on July 15th. 
and again on July 3 0th. He was on loan from the Black Watch to the 2nd. Bn. 
Gordon Highlanders of the Imperial Army; Major P.H.Mackenzie , Black Watch, 
in France in August; Lieut. G.Buch in Normandy; Capt . J. P .G. Kemp was captured 
while wounded but was re-taken by the Americans and is now in hospital in 
England. Before his unit went to France, he acted as Capt. of 2nd.Div. track 
team which won 2nd. Can. Corps championship in England; Capt . Campbell Stuart 
in Normandy while serving as adjutant "an excellent and very brave one"; 
Capt. G.Baker in early July; Major G.C.Smith; Lieut. C.D.Sewel on July 13th. 
south of Caen; Cpl . W.M.Molson in France. 

Capt. G.D.Powis and Lt . I.MacLean who were posted as missing are now re- 
ported as prisoners of war.
